The Story of a State Champion—and Others 


HIS story is told largely with 

pictures and illustrates the trans- 

mitting ability of one good Hol- 
stein—old South Side Inka De Kol. 

When V. S. Culver first attended the University of 
Nebraska he was admittedly no lover of the Holstein cow, 
but a couple of years of experience with the various breeds 
which comprised the university herd convinced young Mr. 
Culver that the Holstein cow was the real profitable milk- 
ing machine, so that when he graduated from Nebraska 
not many years ago he decided to embark in the Holstein 
industry. 

Mr. Culver’s father was a successtul Nebraska farmer, 
although he had never taken any interest in the dairy 
business. V. S. got him interested and they both took the 
advice of E. W. Frost, who was at that time connected 
with the University of Nebraska and purchased five Hol- 
steins from Ohio. It didn’t take the Holsteins long to 
convince the Culvers and to remove any lingering doubt 
as to the dairy breed which V. S. wanted to adopt for his 
own

Culver decided to embark upon the Holstein business in a 
larger way and upon his own hook. He moved to Still- 
water, Minn. and purchased a farm from his father, going 
into debt head over heals: for it. He worked into the busi- 
ness gradually, purchasing good foundation stock and good 
herd sires until he reached the point where he became

A large farm 
Vas purchased and the best of the Holsteins from the 
Culver proposition, together with the best of a few which 
Mr. Eberhart had accumulated were taken to Austin and 


the Minnesota Holstein Co. has begun to get on the map 
in a real way. Already they have made two 37-lb. records 
and some of the credit for the development of that great 
sire Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King must be given to 
this aggressive concern. 

Mr. Eberhart, by the way, is one of those self-made busi- 
men who know the value of the right kind of men 
and the right kind of dairy or any other kind of machines. 
He is the managing head of the Hormel Packing Co., one of 
Austin’s big concerns, and has acquired a very keen in- 
terest in his Holstein venture.

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Bonalevo Farms Making Long Time 

Tests 

Bonalevo Farms, R. E. Chapin & 
Son, proprietors, are making long-time 
tests on 12 cows and heifers, all daugh- 
ters of Colantha Johanna Lad 8th, or 
King Quality. A daughter of Colantha 
named Satie Colantha Pietertje, has 
been on test for 174 days, and in that 
time has produced 13,505.4 lb. milk, 
560.52 lb. butter. In this same lacta- 
tion period last spring, this cow made 
over 30 lb. butter from better than 600 
Ib. milk. 

An equally good showing is being 
made by Bonalevo Quality May, a 
daughter of King Quality. This cow 
has been on test 161 days and in that 
time has given 11782 lb. milk, and 
537 Ib. butter. As both of these cows 
are bred to freshen in fourteen months 
from the date of their last freshening, 
it will not be advisable to run them 
for the full year, so the probalities are 
that they will complete ten-months’ 
records and then be taken off test and 
prepared for their next freshening. It 
will be seen from the figures given that 
there would be a strong probability of 
each of these cows making 1000-lb. 
butter if kept on test for the full year. 
We plan to give readers of the World 
reports of the Bonalevo testing when 
these tests are a little farther along. 


Test Work In Missouri 

During May, six cows in Missouri 
made 7-day official tests. they coming 
from five different herds. One herd 
had 4 cows in 30-day tests, and three 
herds had between them 17 cows on 
long-time test. Missouri is a Jersey 
stronghold. In the state there were 
268 animals in some kind of test during 
the month, and of this number no less 
than 217 were Jerseys belonging to 28 
different herds. 


Another 30-lb. Daughter For Piebe 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King 
is credited with another 30-lb. daugh- 
ter as a result of a test at Pinehurst 
Farms, Wisconsin. A representative 
of the World visited Mr. Juve recently 
and saw Beauty Beets Segis 2d, a 
splendid junior 4-year-old daughter of 
the great Piebe, milking about 85 
Ibs. daily and making a record just 
over 30 lb.

The dam of this bull 
is a daughter of Sir Johanna De Kol 
and his sire is the show bull, Cedar 
Lawn Canary Paul. He was formerly

Pinehurst has 18 on _ semi-official 
test doing splendid work, with a good- 
ly proportion running well above 1000 
Ib. The herd now numbers 125 head 
and is headed, as readers of the World 
doubtless know, by Sir Ormsby 
Beauty Pontiac Segis, that great son 
of Beauty Girl Pontiac Segis, sired by

tr; DER rules and conditions provided by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States Department of Agri- 
culture, a money prize of one thousand dollars will be paid 
by Chapin & Company, Chicago, to that county in the 
United States which first becomes free from inferior sires. 


By inferior sires are meant low quality 
purebred sires as well as all crossbred, 
grade and scrub sires. The word ‘‘sires”’ 
includes stallions, bulls, jacks, rams, boars 
and bucks. Poultry is not included. 

A county eligible to receive the prize 
must have a total of 500 or more sires of 
all classes and 5,000 or more head of 
female breeding stock. 

All owners of males kept for breeding 
purposes, in the classes mentioned, and a 
majority of other livestock owners in the 
county, must have declared their inten- 
tion of hereafter using nothing but pure- 
bred sires by joining the ‘‘Better Sires— 
Better Stock’’ campaign of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry. 

Upon notification by a County Agent 
or the officer of a county livestock organ- 
ization, that the county he represents is 
free from inferior sires, the Bureau of 
Animal Industry will investigate the 


claim. If the Federal expert finds that 
the county is, in fact, free from inferior 
sires, the Chief of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry will declare that county as 
winner of the prize. 


The prize money will be deposited in a 
local bank to the credit of the County 
Agent, official of the county livestock 
organization or other person or persons 
considered best qualified to administer 
the fund. It will be maintainec as a 
revolving fund from which loans may be 
made to persons desiring to purchase 
purebred sires in any of the classes men- 
tioned. After three years from date of 
the award, the fund, with accumulated 
interest, will be distributed in five equal 
prizes, in open competition, for the most 
meritorious young stock resulting from 
the use of purebred sires. One prize for 
horses, beef cattle, dairy cattle, sheep 
and swine. 


County agents or officials of county livestock organizations desiring to enter their 
counties as competitors for this prize, will indicate their intention of so doing by letter 
to Chapin & Company, sending a duplicate of the letter to the Chief of Bureau of 
Animal Industry, United States Department of Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

No time limit is placed on the offer of this prize. No other rules govern the com- 
petition except those herewith provided by the Bureau of Animal Industry.

But here’s the story 

Culver has one family which he calls his Inkas that is 
certainly worthy of mention. The foundation cow of the 
family is South Side Inka De Kol. Mr. Culver picked her 
out at a very modest figure about four years ago while at 
Stillwater. South Side Inka De Kol has nothing startling 
in the way of breeding, but she is one of those great cows 
that is able to transmit her outstanding dairy quality to 
succeeding generations. I doubt very much if South Side 
Inka De Kol would ever gain more than passing mention 
if breeding alone were to be the criterion for entrance to 
the hall of fame.

PURE BRED HERD BULLS PAY 


The Department of Dairy Extension 
of the University of Illinois, under 
the charge of Prof. E. M. Clark, are 
putting out a newspaper bulletin 
showing the result of a dairy survey 
of 577 farms in Northern Illinois. 

They found that the farmers using 
pure bred bulls were getting an an- 
nual income of $90 from each cow 
through the sale of milk. Those farm- 
ers using grade bulls, by this is meant 
offspring of a pure bred sire and the 
native dam, were getting $82 per cow 
through the sale of milk, while farm- 
‘rs using serub bulls were getting 
nly $78 per cow per year from the 
-ame source. 

other words, there was a differ 

of $12 per cow resulting from 
head'ng the herd by a pure bred bull 
and raising the resulting female off- 
spring to milking age. $12 per cow on 
dairy amounts to $240 per 
The average time a pure bred 
bull is in service in a grade herd is 
between two and three years. Granted 
a dairy of 20 cows, it can be seen that 
$480 plus the first cost of the scrub 
bull can profitably be paid for a 
registered herd sire. As an investment 
of between $150 to $300 will purchase 
a well bred bull, it would seem like 
good business for the ordinary dairy- 
man to head his herd with a bull who 
would pay for himself in a very short 
time, to say nothing of the satisfac- 
tion in owning such a herd sire.

The Brattleboro Extension Conference 


One of the important results of an 
extension conference held at Brattle- 
boro, July 12-16 inclusive was the 
decision reached by extension heads 
to locate this department of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association at Chicago. 
The transfer will be made immediate- 
lv and R. C. Pollock, who during the 
past vear has acted as field repre- 
sentative for the association, will 
have charge of the Chicago office. 

The conference. which began Mon- 
day, was attended by state association 
secretaries representing the states 
that have already been organized by 
the extension department. Those pres- 
ent included Bertram D. Scott, Minne- 
apolis, Minn.; C. F. Jenness, Water- 
loo, lowa: L. L. Oldham, Madison, 
Wis.: R. N. Thompson, Chicago, IIL; 
Howard (. Barker, Tiffin, Ohio; H. 
W. Norton, Jr., Lansing, Mich.; E. R. 
Zimmer, Svracuse, N. Y. In addition 
to these paid secretaries the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America was 
represented by D. D. Aitken. Presi- 
dent and director of extension: R. C. 
Pollock, assistant director; William 
M. Rider: Frank T. Price and Secre- 
tary F. L. Houghton. A meeting of 
the census committee was held in 
conjunction at which the following 
members were present: John E. Pic- 
kett, representing Country Gentleman: 
Hugh G. Van Pelt, representing The 
Dairy Farmer: A. J. Glover, represent- 
ing Hoard’s Dairvman: D. D. Aitken, 
H. W. Norton, Jr.: Secretary F. L. 
Houghton and Frank T. Price. 

The census committee took up a re- 
port by the association office on the 
status of the census, which was _ or- 
dered one vear ago. This report show- 
ed that 71500 blanks have been mailed 
out and that 36230 replies have been 
received, showing a total of 346899 
animals owned August. lst, 1919. List- 
ed among the 36230 replies received 
are 7250 that are out of business and 
2000 incomplete and _ duplicate re- 
turns. The 346899 animals were 
divided as follows: 

Registered females 24224 
age of 8 per person. 

Registered males 27275, an average 
of 1 per person. 

Unregistered females 
average of 2 per person. 

Unregistered males 19117, an aver- 
age of .70 per owner. 

One of the interesting developments 
of the census questionaire has been 
that of the 50% who have answered 
the question as to which is the most 
profitable branch of the business, the

selling of stock or the selling of milk. 
five out of every six found that the 
sale of milk is more profitable. This 
answer is borne out by the reply to 
the question concerning A. R. O. work 
which showed that about 7% were 
testing for the advanced registry and 
another question which showed that 
about the same percentage were mem- 
bers of cow testing associations. 

The census return is not yet com- 
plete, as about 125 returns are being 
received weekly. Inasmuch as a large 
percentage of these returns come 
from breeders out of the business or 
who own practically no Holsteins, it 
is estimated that the real census is 
within 10% of completion. The follow- 
ing is a summary of the census to July 
lst, 1920 and is of animals owned on 
August Ist, 1919:

Additional data is being worked out 
by the secretary's office, which will 
be supplied to the census committee 
and from which thev will work out a 
full report to be made public ata 
reasonably early date 

The extension conference, aside 
from its action to move the depart- 
ment to Chicago, resulted in a cail for 
a conference of calf-club workers to 
be held at the offices of the Illinois 
ge tein Association, 130 North Wells 

, Chicago on July 24th. To this con- 
eo will be invited in addition to 
the state secretaries a number of 
leaders in bovs’ and girls’ clubs from 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, New York, IIli- 
nois, Ohio, lowa and other states. It is 
hoped to work out at this conference a 
definite plan for promoting calf club 
work throughout the United States in 
behalf of the Holstein industry, and 
the association may adopt some sort 
of plan to stimulate this through prize 
offers. It is possible that a man may 
be added to the extension department 
whose exclusive duty it will be to 
promote calf clubs and bank credit 
extensions. which are a necessary ad- 
junct to this work. 

The secretaries discussed plans for 
holding public sales and it is probable 
that a uniform scheme for public sales 
held under the direction of state or- 
yranizations will be evolved. Full dis- 
cussion of this included questions of 
health guarantees, elimination of by- 
bidding, division of profits when held 
for county organizations, commissions 
on private sales, and other allied sub- 
jects. 

The secretary's office took up with 
the secretaries in conference the mat- 
ter of assisting the national associa- 
tion in various lines of investigational 
work including provosed members, de- 
layed transfers and other lines of con- 
nection of the association with the 
breeders in the states. 

Kach secretary was taken through 
the association's offices and sufficient 
time devoted to explaining to him all 
the activities of the office, so that he 
might have a fair working knowledge 
of the problems that the national as- 
sociation meets in the registration of 
animals. It has been found that one 
out of every four certificates for trans- 
fer or registry are returned to the 
breeder for correcticn and with this 
thought inmind adrive is contemplated 
for the elimination of so much error, 
which slows up the work of the secre- 
tary’s office and causes delays which 
irritate the breeder and costs’ the 
association much money. Each state 
secretary has been given information 
which will assist him in putting this 
matter before the breeders in a cor- 
rect light, and in addition the associa- 
tion plans an educational film in the 
lecture showing tlie route traversed 
by an application for registry or trans- 
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fer through the offices of the 
tion and which will show the 
errors that are made and the amount 
of work involved in registering and 
transferring an animal on the books 
of the association. 

The association is cooperating with 
the state secretaries in the work of 
promoting Holstein shows and in opr. 
ganization work throughout — the 
states, and in return the ecretaries 
are acting largely as extension repre. 
sentatives for the national association 
in promoting the various propositions 
and projects which the parent associa- 
tion must place before breeders each 
vear. The organization in this way 
forms a very effective extension de- 
partment and will result in much 
closer relations between the national 
association and the breeders through- 
out the country, it is believed 

The Literary Committee met at the 
close of the secretaries’ meeting with 
President Aitken, Secretary Hough- 
ton, H. W. Norton, Jr. and F. T. Price 
in attendance, and discussed at some 
length the publicity and advertising 
campaigns of the association for the 
ensuing vear. About $27,000 will be 
spent for advertising and some new 
publicity will be prepared for advanc- 
ing the Holstein idea. The new pamph- 
let, “Facts in Black and White” is a 
very interesting booklet. and will be 
sent to any breeder upon application 
to the Brattleboro offices. These books 
contain some very excellent testimon- 
ials en the value of Holsteins. An- 
other booklet includes “Holsteins for 
the South,” which will be off the press 
in the near future and a revision of 
some of the old standard booklets is 
being undertaken. Some more up-to- 
date educational work with films will 
be attempted and it is possible that a 
new departure in the way of Holstein 
publicity will be undertaken through 
the Literary Committee. 

Fuller details of the various ac 
tivities of the Brattleboro conference 
will be presented in an early issue of 
the World. The secretary’s office, both 
through Mr. Houghton and Mr. Sea- 
verns, provided the visiting secre- 
teries and committee members with 
every facility for their work and en- 
tertained them very highly. It was a 
very enjoyable week.

FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE IN HOLLAND 
Dr. L. S. DYKSTRA 


Foot and mouth disease is ravaging here serjoysly 
thousands of herds are attacked by this dreadful] disease, 
in some herds it is already the third time in ons vear, 
which has never been the case before, so that it seems 
that the disease gets worse in character, for in former 
times it was always a rule that if one had had the disease 
once, it would generally last seven to ten vears before an- 
other invasion might be expected. 

The loss caused by the disease is enormous, not only 
that many a good animal succumbs, the milk production 
in general, is so diminished, the rate is higher than it has 
ever been before, all kinds of animals are attacked 

In the beginning the government has tried to limit the 
disease to only few cases, however where experience has 
taught that wind and birds are first-class transmittors and 
that the system of slaughtering the whole herd on an in- 
fected tarm, isolating the farm for three weeks from the 
outside world and more of such methods did not show ef 
fective, the government leaves the farmer free 

In many sections serum against the disease is applied, 
the blood from recovered cows is taken 6 days after re 
covery to an amount of even four quarts at a time, the 
blood is afterwards placed in a cool place and from the 
watery part, the serum, voung stock is inoculated at the 
rate of about 130 ¢. ¢. a ealt.

Buffalo Creek Farm contains ap- 
proximately 500 acres of slightly roll- 
ing but fertile land, typical of that sec- 


tion of northern Illinois. A_ creek 
runs through the farm cutting it up 
into various sized fields and leaving a 
good sized area used for natural pas- 
ture. At present, the crops under cul- 
tivation are corn 100 acres, oats, wheat 
and rye, 120 acres, clover and timothy 
30 acres, clover and timothy for pas- 
ture 40 acres, and alfalfa 70 acres. I 
was especially interested in the large 
acreage of alfalfa—a rather uncommon 
sight in Northern Illinois. Several 
carloads of surplus alfalfa were ship- 
ped out recently. One outstanding 
feature of this establishment is that 
practically all the feed fed to the 
dairy herd and other stock, is pro- 
duced on the farm. A purebred herd 
of Duroc Jerseys is operated in con- 
junction with the dairy and breeding 
herd. The milk from the dairy is sep- 
arated,—the cream being delivered to 
the local creamery, and the skim milk 
fed to the calves and pigs. The chief 
sources of income are from the sale 
of dairy products, breeding stock, 
farm crops including alfalfa hay, hogs, 
and poultry products. The four ani- 
mals sold recently in the Illinois State 
Sale averaged slightly less than $1000. 
per head Silage is fed through the 
summer when the grass is short. and 


also grai heavy milkers. The 
COWS Oo} early test are kept in and 
fed most of the time during the hot 
weather. Oil meal, cottonseed meal, 


bran, and some Big Q dairy feed are 
bought to supplement the corn and 
oats grown on the farm 

All the farm operations center about 
the production of better Holsteins, 
however, for this has been the aim 
and object of the farm since its es- 
tablishment. Illinois is proud to own 
@ herd of the character and stamp of

Just a Story, But—

Then they also 
found that their labors were greatly 
landicapped because of lack of tools.

Finally, because of the great short- 
age of supplies, another council was 
called. The farmers again were not 
invited, and besides they were so 
busy raising food that there was no 
time to attend meetings. At this 
council, after a long and wise debate 
and several weeks of investigation 
which was led by one of the men who 
had elected himself a chairman, his ad- 
vice was followed and a law was pass- 
ed that the goats should give more 
milk, and that the farmers should 
work harder and raise more food.

RiIFIC DEATH TOLL 


Profiteering in milk is responsible 
for the death of hundreds in Vienna 
Statistics gathered by the American 
Red Cross show that 50,000 persons 
are suffering from influenza in the 
Austrian city, and three-fourths of 
these are unable to obtain medical at- 
tention, deprived of medicines and 
nourishing food. 

Milk, most indispensable of foods 
for the influenza patient, is virtually 
unobtainable for any but the rich, who 
are paying as much as $10 a quart (0 
the profiteers who control the output. 
The municipal government has for: 
bidden the consumption of milk by 
any but sick persons and infants. To 
evade this ruling, profiteers sell a 
seventy ner cent dilution of milk to 
the poorer customers, reserving the 
more nourishing whole product tor 
those who can pay their price.

NEW RATES FOR OFFICIAL TESrT- 
ING 

Beginning July 1, 19206, the charges 
for official testing in Minnesota will 
be put on a flat rate basis as has been 
the practice in New York, Illinois, 
Ohio and Michigan for several years. 
The scale of charges will be as fol 
lows: 


One day test ........ ceeeee Se 
Two Gay test ...... ee 13.50 
Seven day test ....... eee 33.00 
Kach additional day .......... 4.00 


These charges’ will cover all ex 
penses of the supervision so far as 
this Department is concerned. The 
time for any test will begin with the 
first regular milking after the tester 
reaches the breeder's railroad station 
and reports to the  breeder.—C. H. 
Eckles, Chief Division of Dairy Hus 
bandry. 


DECREASE IN CATTLE IN UNITED 
STATES 

A falling off in the numbers of cat- 
tle and hogs in the United States oc- 
curred during the first four months of 
this year, as compared with the like 
period last year, according to reports 
of special livestock reporters of the 
Bureau of Crop Estimates United 
States Department of Agriculture. 

The births of calves from January 1 
to May 1 were about 22 per cent fewer 
this year than last year. The net dis- 
position of cattle by marketings, farm 
slaughter, and deaths was about 9 per 
cent greater than last year; it ap- 
pears that there has been a relative 
reduction of about 6 per cent in total
